E ureka (Cal.), October 18th.—By mail and 
by telegraph the people of this county were 
notified that Governor George C. Perkins 
and D. M. Burns, Secretary of State, would 
pay Humboldt a visit, leaving San Francisco 
on the steamer of the 17th. Upon the ar­ 
rival of the steamer Governor Perkins ap­ 
peared upon the paddle-box, and cheer alter 
cheer greeted him from the assembled multi­ 
tude. The Governor and Secretary Burrs 
were formally welcomed by Mayor Walsh, 
who conducted them to a carriage which con­ 
veyed themtothe Vance Hotel. Upon calls for 
a speech, Go v. Perkins appeared on the balcoDy, 
and, being somewhat fatigued, merely said, 
“ How do you do ?” Governor Perkins and 
Secretary Burns were announced to speak at 
the Opera House in the evening on the issues 
of the day, as judged from a Kepublic&n 
standpoint. A torchlight procession was ar­ 
ranged at 8 o’clock. The procession formed 
in front of the Republican headquarters, 
headed by the Eureka Band. The Knight 
Invincibles, ¡d full uniform, did escort duty, 
followed by the Garfield Club in full uni­ 
form, and that organization was followed by 
the Kepublican Club, with torches all along 
the line of march. The stores, business houses 
and dwellings were handsomely illuminated, 
and the city presented a holiday appearance. 
The Opera House was tilled from pit to dome, 
and no standing room was left, while hun 
dreds were turned away from the doors. This 
was the largest and grandest Eepnblican 
meeting ever held in the county.

The Southern peo­ 
ple do not like Hancock’s letter on the 
question, but they w ill vote for him “ to 
“ gdt the control of affairs,” feeling confi­ 
dent that if once they can accomplish that 
the 
resistance of 
Hancock 
to 
their 
claims w ill be easily overcome. 
That 
this letter represents the Southern view 
faithfully cannot he doubted, because it is 
at once evident that it fully harmonizes 
w ith all the positive action taken by 
Southern men in this connection. 
The 
Northern Democrats have endeavored to 
make it appear that General Hancock was 
right in 
referring 
to these claims as 
“ bugbears,” but it is certain that the 
bills which have already been introduced 
to Congress, and the claims which have 
been already 
carefully drawn 
up and 
placed in the hands of W ashington claim 
agents, were not manufactured for the 
mere sake of amusement, nor was that 
scheme for increasing the United States 
Supreme Court embodied in Manning’s 
bill, devised for any such purpose. 
A ll 
these proceedings, system atic, regular, and 
purposeful, indicate the 
existence of a 
powerful and far-reaching popular deter­ 
mination behind them. 
Like the Southern 
practice of keeping registers of slave prop­ 
erty, they reveal a vigorous and sanguine 
expectation 
of 
reimbursement, 
and it 
would be simple im becility to shut our 
eyes to these speaking evidences, aud to 
refuse to believe what has in fact never 
been concealed. 


The Southern people, says the corre­ 
spondent we have quoted, do not intend 
to abandon the Southern claims. 
W hy 
should they, viewing the case from their 
standpoint? 
They hold, and have always 
held, that they had a perfect right to 
secede, aud that the North had no war­ 
rant for making war upon them. 
Tney 
rcgurd themselves as tho victim s flnallj" 
of a sup riority of physical force, and 
though conquered they have never been 
convinced. 
They view the United States 
Treasury as a mine from which they may 
extract compensation for their losses. They 
do not look upou it- as the North does, as 
tho agency whereby the national affairs, 
in which all American citizens are equally 
interest:.!, are to be carried on. 
If the 
South si-.oalJ 
get its hands upon the 
Treasury through the election of Hancock 
it would at once utilize tho opportunity to 
reooup its losses as fully as possible. 
This 
¡3 
the 
Eerious 
purpose 
of 
a majority of the Southern people, and 
they think them selves justified in pressing 
It. 
W hile, therefore, they 
resent Han- 
ooek’s attem pt to curry favor with the 
North by “ reflecting on the integrity of 
“ the Southern claim s,” they do not for a 
moment doubt their ability to compel him 
to abandon all opposition to these claims iu 
tho event of his election. 
They know that 
in that case he must fall into their hands, 
and that the Northern Democrats will have 
to stand asido as soon a3 the Brigadiers 
come to the trout. 
There is nothing imag­ 
inative about the outlook, as tho letter we 
have quoted shows. 
The South docs not 
attem pt to deuy the claims. 
Even the 
Southern press has not done this, but on 
the contrary several Southern journals have 
expressed surprise aud mortification that 
Hancock should have been so hasty in taking 
mistaken ground iu theuiattcr. Tosuppote 
that the Southern claims w ill be aban­ 
doned because of Hancoekja’lettor, would 
be fatuous. 
In a case of this kind it is 
the feebler icfluenoe which must yield to 
the stronger, and the feebler is undoubt­ 
edly Hancock’s. 
Should he become Presi­ 
dent, ho would find himself powerless to 
resist Southern pressure, and that it would 
be exerted no Bane observer caD doubt. 
Tho Democrats, with their usual reliance 
u¡>on subterfuges, thought that Hancock’s 
letter would put an ond to all apprehen­ 
sions on this subject, but in fact it has 
merely served to show how impotent ths 
writer of that letter would be to resist the 
claims certain to be pressed upon the Gov­ 
ernment by the section to which he would 
owe everything, and which consequently 
he could refuse nothing to.

The tenth plank of tho Cincinnati plat­ 
form is as follows : 
“ Amendment of the 
“ Burlingame Treaty. 
No more Chinese 
“ immigration, except for travel, educa- 
“ tion, and foreign commerce, and therein 
“ oarefully guarded.” 
W hat does tLis 
mean, and what promise does it hold out 
to tbe people of California * 
To ascertain 
tliia we must study the exceptions named. 
According to them, Chinese are to be per­ 
mitted to come here for purposes of travel, 
| education, and foreign commerce. 
Do 
: these exceptions exclude any Chinese at 
j all? 
Would they have excluded any who 
are here now ? 
And if so, how ? 
Under 
these heads of travel, education, and com­ 
merce, there is no avocation which Chinese 
j would not find it possible to pursue. 
The 
one eategory “ education " would includo 
1 almost everything, for whatever business a 


man is engaged in he is always and neces­ 
sarily educating himself in it. 
Combined 
w ith the elastic categories “ travel” and 
“ foreign commerce,” there is no pursuit 
conceivable in which Chinese could not 
engage as freely as at present. 
There is 
not in fact a Chinaman now in California 
who would he obliged to leave the State 
if the Burlingame Treaty was amended in 
accordance with the resolution of the Cin­ 
cinnati Convention. 
The Democrats there­ 
fore have merely endeavored to deceive 
and cajole the voters of California, and 
particularly the Pacific coast members of 
their own party. 
They were asked for 
positive assurances on the Chinese question, 
and they have given a plank which means 
nothing at all. 
They have said in effect : 
“ No more Chinese immigration except 
“ such as pleases to come.” 
If the De­ 
mocracy were successful in the coming 
election it would stand committed to noth­ 
ing on the Chinese question, aud the sim­ 
ple workingmen who had voted the straight 
ticket in confidence would learn too late 
that the only real aim of the party had 
been to get po'session of the offices, and 
the bey of the National safe. 
If the Chi­ 
nese are not got rid of until they are ex­ 
pelled through the operation of the Dem­ 
ocratic platform, they have a long time to 
stay, and they need not disturb themselves 
in the least. 
They have, in fact, as little 
to fear from the Democrats as they have 
from Kearney, and that is saving a great 
deal. 
The Democratic plank on the Chi­ 
nese question is as clumsy a bait as has 
ever been set for political gudgeons, and 
its utter want of sincerity shows how low 
an opinion the Democratic leaders enter­ 
tain of the intelligence of the voters who 
are expected to be caught by this flimsy 
fraud.

The Santa Bari ara Independent (Green- 
backer) criticises some statements riadeby 
Mr. Pacheco in a recent speech. 
It repre­ 
sents him as saying that “ there never was 
“ any paper currency in our country a full 
“ legal tender or at par with gold until 
“ Sherman made it so by receiving it the 
"sam e as gold.” 
To this the Independent 
replies that “ the first §430,000,000 
of 
“ greenbacks were a full legal tender, and 
“ never fell below gold, as they were re­ 
c e iv a b le for revenue and all debts.” This 
is a common Greenbacker assertion, and, 
like most assertions of the kind, it is un­ 
true. 
The first §00,000,000 of greenbacks 
was not a full legal tender. 
Neither the 
tirst nor any other issue was a full legaj 
tender. 
What the Greeubackers are floun­ 
dering about and misrepresenting in their 
accustomed muddle-headed fashion, is that 
at the beginning of the rebellion §.">0,000, - 
000 of demand notes (not greenbacks) were 
issued, and subsequently increased to §00,­ 
000,000. 
These demand notes, however, 
were not full legal tender when issued. 
They were made receivable for all dues to 
the U nited States, including duties on im­ 
ports, but they were not legal tender in 
payment 
of 
private 
debts. 
The 
de­ 
mand 
notes 
were 
made 
redeemable 
in gold coin, and that is what kept them 
at par. 
The first issue of greenbacks was 
of §1 ">0,000,000, and shortly after their 
issue the demand notes wcro made legal 
tender for all obligations. 
They were, 
however, not made legal tender until after 
the greenbacks had depreciated, and they 
were certainly not kept at par by being 
receivable for customs' dues, but by the 
fact that they were redeemable in gold. 
The greenbacks, not being redeemable, de­ 
preciated, and the demand notes, being the 
superior currency, at once passed out of 
circulation, and were thenceforth used only 
in the payment of import duties, when 
they were inf exchangeable with gold. Their 
par value w as based on their redeemability, 
and upon nothing else, and the Grecn- 
backers are as much at sea upon this ques­ 
tion as they arc upon all other financial 
topics. 
Tho Independent had better over­ 
haul its iafcrma'.ion another time before it 
undertakes to criticise public speakers. 
No currency has ever been kept at par with 
gold in this country w ithout being redeem­ 
able in gold. 
That is tho fact, and the 
Greeubackers w ill have to admit it whether 
it suits them or cot.

The New York Sun has something to 
say on the tariff, which, if we understand 
it, is a deliberate justification of insin­ 
cerity and fraud in national platforms.

C h i c a g o , October 18th.—The train that 
left Dubuque on Friday morning over the 
Illinois Central for the west is still stuck in 
a snow-drift west of Howell, and the w ind 
tills in the snow faster than it can be shoveled 
out. 
The company does not expect to get the 
road open to Sioux City before Tuesday. 
The steamer Depere has been heard from. 
She left Grand Haven for Milwaukee on Sat­ 
urday morning, just before the storm, and 
fears were entertained for her safety, but a 
dispatch to-day announces that she has put 
in at Manistee, Mich., without any loss of 
life. 
■ 
The Captain of the barge S. A. Irish re­ 
ported that he parted company with the 
missing steamer Alpena, after sailing with 
her three hours, ten miles off Kenosha. She 
was then heading shoreward. 
Nothing has 
been heard of her since. 
M o n ta g u e (M ich.). October 18th.—A mail- 
carrier from Clay Banks who arrived at this 
place at 11 o’clock A. St., reports that as he 
was leaviug.Clsy Banks with the mail H. It. 
Wheeler told him that the deck of the A l­ 
pena had been discovered on the beach at 
Stony Creek. 
The mail-carrier did not stop 
to get the particulars. 
C h icag o , October 18th.— The Journal’» 
Des Moines special says: 
The ground is 
frozen several inches deep hereabouts. 
Two- 
thirds ef the potato crop is not dug, and is 
probably a total loss. 
The crew and passengers of the wrecked 
steamer Alpena are variously stated at forty 
to seventy.

trusty and skillful officer. The officials of the 
Goodrich line, to which she belonged, refuse 
to give any particulars about her other pas­ 
senger list.

Secretary Schurz, before leaving W ashing­ 
ton to-day. telegraphed as follows to Gov­ 
ernor P itk in a t Denver, Col.: 
The Associated Press reports that two companies 
of militia have been started for the Ute reservation 
to arrest Agent Berry, aud that a conflict between 
them ard the Indians is anticipated. 
It seems al­ 
most inevitable that if this proceeding goes on a 
conflict will come, bueh a foree ia not necessary to 
secure obedience to State or Government officers, 
and the Government of the United States will be 
entirely ready to aid In ouforcing such process 
without an aggressive movement of state troops, 
calculated to bring uu a disastrous conflict with the 
Indians. Any prisoner arrested under a process is 
entitled tn abs >1 ate protection against mob violence, 
arid the SUlv authorities should accompany arrests 
by adequate guarantees of personal safety to their 
prisoners. This being evident, there will bo no 
reason why ac. used persons should not willingly 
obey any lawful process, and if t cy did not, cer­ 
tainly lire Government of the United States would 
not couutenauce any such disobedience.

Btrry and Heachem assured them 
that tbe n an should be caught, and the Agent 
went out after tho murderer, followed by the human 
t gers. T ‘ satisfy the Utes, fifteen men and . nc 
oflict r wen alone, and at Cline's ranch the mur­ 
derer was found in chare of citizens. The soldura 
guarded him all night, the Indians forming an outer 
guard 
Ttie scene was exci ing beyond description, 
It. was 1 o'cb ek at night when all became quiet. 
The citizens desired to wreak vengeance ou the 
murderer, and the Indiana sat watching like byenaa 
every movement 
Berry work-d a« a man never 
worked txf • e to keep the Indiana from exploding, 
but at 9 o’clock the lltos prepared f r a general 
slaughter, suing. ‘‘No use: whitem»n maciie ; all 
Utes rile; white m in no care.” 
Tho citizens under­ 
stood the peril, and Beny consented that tbe prison­ 


ers might be taken to Gunnison. The army escort 
then left for Camp Berry, and 1 remained until 
everything seemed settled and every Ute had 
started home. 
Last night three white men— 
good, eobtrmen—came into the Agency and reported 
that white men and Utes had surprised them and 
taken the prisoner. They were terribly excited. 
The name of tbe murderer is only c rject-ured at 
thia time. The Vies are coming iu as I close this. 
The ," seem quiet, and I think the peril is over 
unless seme attem pt should be made to uiscover 
the rescuers of yesterday. 
If that is dune I cannot 
see the end. The only thing that will save the 
treaty, save biood and secure peace, is to let the 
m atter rest where it is aud make the payment 
without deity.

The proposed ordinance No. 103, relating 
to tbe fire alarm telegraph of the city of Sac­ 
rament .was passed and signed by the Mayor 
and is now a law.

F irr Alarm Ordinance.—The ordinance, 
No. 165, relating to the fire alarm telegraph 
of tbe city cf Sacramento, was yesterday 
passed l y tho Board of City Trustees and 
signed by the M iy- r. 
Section 1 provides in 
substance that no pers >n shall break, re­ 
move or injure any part cr appurtenance of 
the fire alarm telegraph without permission 
from the Board of Fire Commissioners ; that 
no per*ou shall fit any key to the lock of any 
sign.; 1-box, or have such key in bis possession, 
force or pick -uch locks without authority 
from the Chief Engineer of the Fiie Depart­ 
ment; that no person shall make or cause to 
be made any fa!»,- alarm of fire by said tele­ 
graph • r otherwise, and a reward of 825 is 
fixed for arrest .and conviction of any person 
giving false alarms by the fire alarm tele­ 
graph. ¡Section 2 prohibits the placing of 
boxee or any articles upon the walk which 
may oVd-mct free access to the signal boxes. 
Section 8 is in relation to injury or derange­ 
ment of t.he wires by the moving of buildings, 
and requiring notice when buildings are to be 
moved, e tc , which are likely to interfere 
with the wireq to be first given to the Chief 
Engineer, and prohibiting any such interfer- 
enc-uf ei So’clockp.M. or before 8 o'clock A. M. 
Section 4 i t. bids any person or corporation 
from m acing any wire on any of the poles or 
fixtures of the Firo Alarm Telegraph, or to 
erect or maintain any wire crossing, or within 
six feet of auy wire of eaid telegraph ; pro­ 
hibits any person falsely representing himself

ELECTION 
O F’ POLICE 
JUDGE. 


A t the session of the Board of Trustees 
yesterday the question of issuing a proclama­ 
tion for the election of a Police Judge at the 
ensuing election, was brought lief ore the 
Board. 
City Attorney W. A. Anderson, who 
had previously been called upon by the Board 
for his opinion, was present, and stated that 
he had given the subject dua consideration, 
and bad come to the conclusion that there is 
no authority for holding an election for Police 
Judge this year. 
The leading points of his 
opinion, which was delivered orally, are as 
follows: 
The city of Sacramento is acting under an 
organic law which was in force previous to 
the adoption of the Constitution of 1879, and 
now exists under the prior Act of incorpora­ 
tion, and Acts amendatory thereof, and is 
not affected in tho local government by the 
Constitution. 
Such was the substance of the 
decision in the case of Desmond vs. Dunn, 
renoered June 21, 1SS0, by our present Su­ 
preme Court. 
Long previous to this decision Judge S. W. 
Sanderson, in an elaborate opinion prepared 
for the Board of Trustees of this city, held 
that even the Political Code did not change 
or affect the local government of this city, 
and that it operated under an independent 
charter, distinct from the Political Codes. 
The Police Judge is a municipal officer, 
with jurisdiction only within tha corporate 
limits. 
The powers and duties of tha Police 
Judge are defined by the city organic law, 
and to that we look independently of tbe Po­ 
litical Code and the Constitution of 1S79. 
Section 1 of the Act of 18(53 incorporating 
the city of Sacramento, provides that the Po­ 
lice Judge shall be elected on the second 
Tuesday in March, 1SG5, and every two years 
thereafter. 
On April 1, 1SC4, the Legislature 
passed an Act providing that the election of 
Police Judge should be bolden on the third 
Wedne day in October, 1865, and at the same 
time of the special judicial election, and every 
two years thereafter. 
The special judicial 
election has been abrogated by the Constitu­ 
tion of 1879, but this Act, being in the na­ 
ture of an amendment to Section 31 of the 
Act of 1863, dots not appear to be repealed, 
lie stated tuat it was clear to his mind, in 
the light of the decision in the case or Des­ 
mond vs. Dunn, and the reading of the or­ 
ganic law, together with tbe recent decisions 
in the “ County Government” case, wherein 
the Court has reaffirmed tbe prior opinions 
expressed in Desmond vs. Dunn, that there 
is no authority for the election of Police 
Judge this year. 
The present Police Judge 
was elected for the term of two years, and 
his term does not expire until January, 1882.
